Although I did not give them the 
full "why's and wherefore's," they understand that as of now we do not propose 
to build in Maryland or the District of Columbia, that we do not propose to 
comply with current dispersion standards, but that we do propose to build in 
Virginia at either the Winkler or Langley properties. I explained that we had 
requested $8.5 million to be transferred to the Department of the Interior for 
the construction of an extension to the George Washington Memorial Parkway. 

Mr. Nolen said that the National Capital Planning Commission was responsible 
for acquiring the right of way and was not sure that they had sufficient funds 
to do it. He suggested that our language ought to make provision for the 
transfer of funds to them also. Told him that I would have to look into this.
